have to be employed to give Edmonton the 
police protection it requires. 

There are certain duties which only a 
well-trained and experienced city constable 
is able to perform. But some of the police 
officer's duties could be performed by 
those without that training. Thus, if it be- 
comes necessary to employ some plan in- 
volving special officers, as seems likely, 
that plan should be based on a division of 
duties rather than on a division of areas. 

For instance, it might be possible to 
employ ARP wardens for some of the po- 
liceman's suburban duties. Then, too, the 
patrolling of the downtown areas, during 
certain hours, might be made less onerous 
by an arrangement with the military au- 
thorities whereby military police would be 
given authority to maintain civilian order. 

There is some slight duplication of ef- 
fort between the military and civilian po- 
lice and it might be possible to work out & 
system along these lines to relieve city 
police of some of the patrol work already 
covered by military provosts. 

Most assuredly some plan to meet the 
new situation will have to be devised with- 
out delay. It is dangerous to permit the 
city force to dwindle to the point where 
its depleted strength constitutes an invita- 
tion to every thug in the West.
